Background

firms to determine whether an industry in the United States is being
materially injured or threatened with material injury by reason of unfair
imports from China of wooden bedroom furniture. In order for the
Commission to make its determinations, it is collecting certain
production, capacity, shipment, inventory, financial, market, pricing,
and other data from U.S. producers, importers, and purchasers.

Your completed questionnaire response is extremely important because
it is the foundation on which the Commission will base its
determinations. These industry questionnaires are the single best
sources of comprehensive and current industry data. Your response will
be treated as confidential business proprietary information. As such, it
will not be disclosed to any competitors or other market participants.
There are strict legal safeguards in place to protect and prevent the
potential misuse of any confidential information you may submit.

Petitions are filed with the Commission and the United States
Department of Commerce by U.S. companies on behalf of a particular
industry. The purpose of a petition is to request that the federal
government initiate an investigation into whether antidumping duties
should be imposed on unfairly traded imports.

As mentioned, antidumping investigations involve two separate federal
agencies--the Commission and Commerce. Both agencies make
separate, distinct, and independent determinations. Commerce is
responsible for examining whether the identified imports are being sold
in the United States at less than fair value. The Commission is not
involved in this aspect of an investigation, but is responsible for
examining whether a U.S. industry producing products like such imports
is materially injured or threatened with material injury by reason of the
unfairly traded imports. Affirmative determinations must be made by
both agencies in order for antidumping duties to be imposed.

The next key decision date in this investigation is the Department of
Commerce’s final determination which is scheduled to be issued on
November 8, 2004. The Commission is scheduled to hold a public
hearing on November 9, 2004, and to make its final determination by
December 22, 2004.

This investigation was instituted in response to a petition filed on
October 31, 2003, by the American Furniture Manufacturers Committee
For Legal Trade, Washington, DC, and its individual members, and the
Cabinet Makers, Millmen, and Industrial Carpenters Local 721,
Whittier, CA. Definitive antidumping duties may be assessed on the
subject imports as a result of this investigation if the Commission makes
an affirmative determination of injury, threat, or material retardation,
and if the U.S. Department of Commerce makes an affirmative
determination of dumping.

Wooden bedroom
furniture

For purposes of this investigation, the Department of Commerce has defined the
subject merchandise as wooden bedroom furniture. Wooden bedroom furniture is
generally, but not exclusively, designed, manufactured, and offered for sale in
coordinated groups, or bedrooms, in which all of the individual pieces are of
approximately the same style and approximately the same material and/or finish.
The subject merchandise is made substantially of wood products, including both
solid wood and also engineered wood products made from wood particles, fibers,
or other wooden materials such as plywood, oriented strand board, particle board,
and fiberboard, with or without wood veneers, wood overlays, or laminates, with
or without non-wood components or trim such as metal, marble, leather, glass,
plastic, or other resins, and whether or not assembled, completed, or finished. The
subject merchandise includes: (1) wooden beds such as loft beds, bunk beds, and
other beds; (2) wooden headboards for beds (whether stand alone or attached to
side rails), wooden footboards for beds, wooden side rails for beds, and wooden
canopies for beds; (3) night tables, night stands, dressers, commodes, bureaus,
mule chests, gentlemen’s chests, bachelor’s chests, lingerie chests, wardrobes,
vanities, chessers, chifforobes, and wardrobe type cabinets; (4) dressers with
framed glass mirrors that are attached to, incorporated in, sit on, or hang over the
dresser; (5) chests-on-chests, highboys, lowboys, chests of drawers, chests, door
chests, chiffoniers, hutches, and armoires; (6) desks, computer stands, filing
cabinets, bookcases, or writing tables that are attached to or incorporated in the
subject merchandise; and (7) other bedroom furniture consistent with the above
list.

The scope of the petition excludes: (1) seats, chairs, benches, couches,
sofas, sofa beds, stools, and other seating furniture; (2) mattresses, mattress
supports (including box springs), infant cribs, water beds, and futon frames; (3)
office furniture, such as desks, stand-up desks, computer cabinets, filing cabinets,
credenzas, and bookcases; (4) dining room or kitchen furniture such as dining
tables, chairs, servers, sideboards, buffets, corner cabinets, china cabinets, and
china hutches; (5) other non-bedroom furniture, such as television cabinets,
cocktail tables, end tables, occasional tables, wall systems, book cases, and
entertainment systems; (6) bedroom furniture made primarily of wicker, cane,
osier, bamboo or rattan; (7) side rails for beds made of metal if sold separately
from the headboard and footboard; and (8) bedroom furniture in which bentwood
parts predominate.

Imports of subject merchandise are classified under statistical category
9403.50.9040 of the HTS as “wooden . . . beds” and under statistical category
9403.50.9080 of the HTSUS as “other . . . wooden furniture of a kind used in the
bedroom.” In addition, wooden headboards for beds, wooden foot boards for
beds, wooden side rails for beds, and wooden canopies for beds may also be
entered under statistical category 9403.50.9040 of the HTSUS as “parts of wood”’
and framed glass mirrors may also be entered under statistical category
7009.92.5000 of the HTSUS as ““glass mirrors . . . framed.” This investigation
covers all wooden bedroom furniture meeting the above description, regardless of
tariff classification.

Fully finished, all solid wood (with no particle board, fiberboard, manufactured
board, or veneer) bedroom furniture that is hand assembled using the joinery
technique without any nails, screws, staples, or other fasteners. Joinery wooden
bedroom furniture may incorporate metal hardware for decorative or non-
structural purposes, including hinges and/or bed fittings.

A bed is defined as a headboard with or without any combination of related
pieces such as a foot board, side rails, and canopy. Except where indicated, a
bed is considered a single piece whether it contains one or more separate pieces.
Bunk beds should be counted as two pieces.

Collection of three or more furniture pieces containing at least one bed (see
definition of bed).

For purposes of this investigation, bentwood means solid wood made pliable.
Bentwood is wood that is brought to a curved shape by bending it while made
pliable with moist heat or other agency, and then set by cooling or drying.

Wooden bedroom furniture manufactured or imported exclusively for enterprises
such as hotels, motels, resorts, etc.

Wooden bedroom furniture manufactured or imported exclusively for enterprises
such hospitals, nursing homes, military housing, public housing, or rental firms.

Consists of furniture stores, department stores, mass merchandisers, and other
sellers of wooden bedroom furniture to the end-use consumer.

Shipping weight of furniture including packing materials, boxes, or cartons.
Weight of furniture without any packing materials, boxes, or cartons.

Individual furniture items, with all items associated with a bed counted as one
piece (i.e., any combination of headboard, foot board, side rails, or canopy).

An individual proprietorship, partnership, joint venture, association, corporation
(including any subsidiary corporation), business trust, cooperative, trustee in
bankruptcy, or receiver under decree of any court.

A firm that your firm solely or jointly owned, managed, or otherwise controlled;
a firm that solely or jointly owned, managed, or otherwise controlled your firm;
and/or a firm that was solely or jointly owned, managed, or otherwise controlled
by a firm that also solely or jointly owned, managed, or otherwise controlled
your firm.

Each facility of a firm in the United States involved in the production,
importation, and/or purchase of wooden bedroom furniture (as defined above),
including auxiliary facilities operated in conjunction with (whether or not
physically separate from) such facilities.

Any person or firm engaged, either directly or through a parent company or
subsidiary, in importing wooden bedroom furniture (as defined above) into the
United States from a foreign manufacturer or through its selling agent.

Those products identified for Customs purposes as imports for consumption for
which your firm was the importer of record (i.e., was responsible for paying any
import duty) or consignee (i.e., to which the merchandise was first delivered).

Quantities reported should be net of returns.
